NEARINGf THE END. 

The Czar Incapable of Attending to 
the Moat Urgent^ 
Affairs. 



Hie Weakness Increasingf-The Com- 
mercial and Political World 
Disturbed.

St. Petersburg, Oot. 11,— All political 
questions are temporarily in abeyance, even 
the proceotion of foroignerB in China, inaB- 
muoh as tho foreign office diapatohes to 
Livadla aro not anawored. This alone is a 
sinister omon, indicating that the Czar is in- 
oapablo of attending to the moat urgent 
affairB, 

The BourBe to day has been paralyzotl, 
the dealers awaiting tho ouo from abroad. 
The commercial world Is disturbed no less 
than the political world. St. Potoraburg 
has nob been so shaken with 
anxiety for years. The official jour- 
nal containing the latest bulletin, sent 
from Livadia at eloven o'clock this evening, 
was poBted at tho street cornerB throughout 
the oity beforo midnight. It was read with 
intense Interest by anxious crowds. The 
text is : " The Czar's condition has changed 
for tho worso. His general debility and 
weakness of the heart are increasing." 

Berlin, Oct. 18 — The Koelnieching Z;i- 
tung's correspondent in St. Petersburg has 
aent this dispatch : " The Czir appears to 
be neariog the end. All the members of the 
Imperial family are journeying to Livadla, 
where it is reported Princess Alix of Hesse 
will be received formally into the church and 
marriod quietly to the Czarowitch before 
November 20. 

London, Oct. 18.— The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Timea says : " It is 
impossible to longer ignore the persistent 
reports from reputable sources thot the 
Czir has cancer of tho kidneys. The, Prin- 
cess Alix will be met in Warsaw by the 
Russian imperial family and will proceed 
with them to tho Czir'a bedside." 

Tho Daily Chronicle's Berlin correspond- 
ent saya : " The Czar is entirely awaro that 
his life is to be reckoned by asya. He ex- 
preEaly deBires to witness the marriago of 
tho Cz^rewitch, and therefore tho ceremony 
possibly will take place in the next few 
days." 

Paris, Oct. 18.— The city is greatly exer- 
cised by the news from Livadia. Members 
of the Russian colony are oonfused and an- 
noyed by the optimism of the dispatohoa up 
to tho last few days. Tho staff of the Rus- 
sian embassy will attend a spooiai Borvico in 
tho Russian churoh to morrow- M. Hino- 
taux, minister of foreign affiirs, will bo 
present, Tho Grand Duke Valdimir said 
farewell to tho president a fow hours before 
his departure. 

~T. PETERSiiunu, Oct, 18 — A Conatantl. 
noplo dispatch says three Turkish warships 
are stationed at the entranoo to the Bos- 
phorus awaiting the passage of the Czar on 
the way to Corfu. 

Tho Grand Dukes Sergius and Paul, the 
Czar's brothers, started for Livadia to- 
day. Tho Grand Duke of HesBO Darmstadt 
and the Grand Duchess Sergius, his sister, 
were officially notified by wire at Darm- 
stadt yesterday of tho sudden grave change 
in tho Czar's condition, and started for St. 
Petersburg immediately. Consternation 
was caused here by tho news from Livadia 
and the feeling is general that the Czsr'a 
death may be expected at any time. Great 
anxiety ia expressed regarding the con- 
sequences of the Czar's death. 

The Grand Duko Vladimir, who in the 
Czar's oldest brother, also Btarled this even- 
ing for Livadia. Ho will go by way of 
Vienna, and throughout his journey will 
receive diapatohes aa to theCzir's condition. 
The Russian embiBBy hero has heard nothing 
from Livadia concerning a ohango for tho 
worse. Princess Alix of Hesto, the Cziro- 
witch'a fiancee, will leave Darmstadt for St. 
Petersburg to-morrow with tho Grand Duke 
of Hesse. Tho present report is that aho 
will go from tho capital to Livadia to bo 
marriod in tho Czar's presence. 

Father Ivan, of Cronstadt, who is celebra- 
ted and revered throughout Ruscia for the 
supposed efficacy of hia prayera at tho bed- 
side of the sick, haa atarted for Livadia. 
Privy Councillor Mouravitff, minister of juB- 
tioo, who has boon abroad recently, arrivod 
horein haato to day. Ho camo in response 
to an urgent call for his presence duriug tho 
expected crista. 

SIR JOHN THOMPSON. 

The Mornini; Post's Opinion of the Objects 
or ills Visit to England. 

London, Oot. 18 — Tho Morning Post will 
say to-morrow of Sir John Thompson's pro- 
posed viait to England: "Tho Canadian 
Premier's viait undoubtedly haB aomo con- 
nection with tho reaolutionB of tho Ottawa 
Intercolonial conference. Owing to 
the apathy of tho AuBtralian oolo- 
nioB, it IB unlikely that tho 
government will enter into any 
contraot with Canada anent the cablo and 
atoamship lines until a formal offer from 
Australia arrives. Minor questions, such 
as copyright, oan howover bo debated with 
a prospect of obtaining Great Britain's 
viows. Sir John Thompson may bo euro of 
a hearty rocoption and general oncourago- 
mont of hia views in promoting closer rela- 
tions botweon Canada and the Mother 
country." 

MINERS' OUTBREAK. 

Strikers Ambush and Kntally Injure Jlin at 
Work In Carter County, Kentucky. 

Ashland, Oot. 18 —The outbreak that 
has boon expeolod for somo daya in tho 
Carter county mining distriob began this 
morning iu tho ambushing of miners of tho 
Straight Creek mino by tho strikers. Tho 
minors were fired upon from tho bushuB 
along the hill as they were going to work 
and u nutnbor were wounded. Jack Mar- 
quam and John Morris woro perhapo fatally 
shot, whilo Bob Kvana, John Adams 
and acvoral whoso names aro not known 
woro alao shot and badly injured. Tho 
bullets camo from Wlnohoster rilloa, Dur 
ing tho wholo day tho appoaranooof a miner 
at tho pit mouth was a signal for ronowed 
firing. Tho shorlff and a posao were sum 
monod and spent tho day scouring tho hills 
and ouocoedod in capturing seven persons, 
all of whom protcatod thoir Innocence. They 



wero removed to Gryson for safe keeping. 
The exoitement ia intense and further trou- 
ble is expected. , 

BISHOP OF OLYMPIA. 

Dr. Barker, of Western Colorado, Chosen as 
Bishop Paddock's Successor. 

New York, Oct. 18.— After tho after- 
noon session of tho house of bishops of the 
Protestant Epiaoopal churoh of Amorioa yes- 
terday it waa announced that tho deliber- 
ations were not to be made public. The 
conference meetB this morning to hear pre- 
liminary reports and tho eleotion of a now 
biuhop will follow. Secretary Hart denied 
a published report to tho effect that tho 
house of bishops would bo guilty of a breaoh 
of eccleBlastical law if thoy translated in- 
atoad of elected a biahop to the vacant seat 
of Olympia, Waah. 

" The house of bishops boing the highest 
and final authoritative body in tho Ameri- 
can church," the secretary ooutinuod, "whon 
ib meetB it transacts its business in a way 
best suited to the intorosts of tho ahurch. 
Tho house," he oonoluded, " may either 
translate or eleot aa seems best, and ib will 
not come in conflict with any eccIcsiaRtical 
law nor any ecoleeiaatioal technicality." 

Alter a second day'a session, lasting 
twolve hours, the house of bishops of the 
Protestant Episcopal ohuroh to-night chose 
Bishop VV. M. Barker, of Wcstorn Colorado, 
for the vacant missionary bishopric of Olym- 
pia, Waah. The session, like that of yes- 
terday, waa secret, and not a jot of informa- 
tion oould be had as to why tho seeaion waa 
so prolonged. Tho proceedings wero pro- 
Bided ovor by Bishop Williams, primato of 
America, After announcing that Bishop 
Barker had been ohosen to fill the vaoanoy, 
the house adjourned sine die.

overpaid to him on hia pay liBts throtxet 
fraud and misrepresentation on his pact.

The Dangers of Navigation Fxist, 
Bat They Are Surmount- 
able. 

London, Oct. 18.— Admiral Hopkins has 
written an open letter to Mr. James Hud- 
dart, who came to England in the interests 
of tho Canadian-Atlantic steamship Bervice. 
In it he says : " lb seems a pity that tho 
enterpriao and genius which completed the 
maguifioent service over tho major part of 
the route between the United Kingdom and 
tho West— viz , the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way — Bhould not now be baoked by some 
further enterprise to enable them to 
furnlah means for covering the remaining 
portion and making the whole journey pos- 
sible in a far shorter time than at present." 
The dangorB of navigation may be diBmiBaed 
as existing but surmountable. I feel confi- 
dent that moat of the commanders of the 
Allan and Dominion steamers would unhesi- 
tatingly and with alacrity exchange their 
present vessels for others running tweuty 
knots. Detention by fog is no greater for a 
fast ship than a slow one. That does not 
afftct the present question. 

WEST AFRICAN AEFAIRS. 

Troops Being Got Ready for Defence of 
Lourenzo Marquez. 

Johannkshuro, TranBvaal, Oot. 18 — 
Many inhabitants in the neighborhood of 
Delagoa bay are embarking on Bbips bound 
for Natal. The Portuguese authorities at 
Lourenzo Marquez aro demoralized. Marines 
landed from the Britiah gunboat Thruah are 
protecting the intoresta of the British resi- 
dents.

WORKINGMEN AND POLICE. 

German Universal Suffragists Refuse to Dis- 
perse When Ordered to 
Do So. 

Vienna, Oot. 18. — The worklngmen who 
ore agitating for universal suffrage had to- 
day ono of their periodical collisions with 
tho polico, After a mass meeting in which 
they wero addressed by tho social dem- 
ocratic orators, ten thousand of them 
marohed out into the Strasso toward tho 
Rolohsrath. Two companies of mounted 
polico who had been called out tho moment 
the oroccBeion started, mot the head of tho 
oolumn and ordered the mon to disperse 
Tho atroot crowd hurried to tho assiatanoo 
of the loaders and formed a compact body, 
whioh swollod rapidly as the workingmen 
marched up from tho roar. Tho polico 
charged with drawn swords. Tho crowd 
waa too denBe to loavo those in front any 
opportunity to retreat and many men wero 
cut and trampled.

Annual Exhibition of the North and 
South Saaiiicu Agricultural 
Society. 



Fine Weather, Numerous Entries and 
Attractive Features— To day's 
Jiaces and Ball. 



Yoatorday the North and South Sinnioh 
Agrioulturul Society's annual fall ehow 
opened under decidedly favorablo circum 
Btanooe. Tho weather was all that could bo 
desired ; the ontriea wero moro numerous 
than last, year and In many inaUncoa showed 
a decided improvement. From early morn 
ing tho secretary, Mr. H. F. Haldon, had 
hia work cutout for him issuing cards and 
attending to the numerous duties of his 
office.

For the special priza given by H. D. Hel 
mcken for a head of six horeeB Messrs, 
Thompson, Sluggett, Turgoose and Hagan 
all had entries, Mr. Thompson winning with 
J.|Hagan next. 

The poultry were a good exhibit, Mr. B. 
B. Moore, who took the sweepstakes, show- 
ing some remarkably fine birds. 

The B. C. Terra Cotta Co. made an ex- 
tensive exhibit of the wares turned out by 
them, the Saanich Briok k Tile Co. also 
showing drain pipe. 

Inside the hall were arranged fruits, Mow- 
ers, grains, vegetables, fancy work and other 
articles whioh speak very highly for the 
capabilities of the Saanich farmers and the 
fair sex as well. 

Grain was highly satisfactory, clear and 
plump grained. Vegetables, both field and 
I able, were uniforn-ly good. Tha potatoes 
ixolted general admiration. They were 
simply perfection. Aa to flowers the Saa- 
nich ladies deserve great praise not only for 
the magnificent display but for the artiatic 
arrangement of this moat actractive feature. 
Fruit, eapeoially applea, looked remarkably 
well and tho entriea were numerous. Some 
iiao large tomatoes were to be seen among 
the vegetables and J. Rae had a pumpkin 
weighing 75 pounds. 

The dairy exhibit made Viotorians regret 
that it had not been sent down to their 
show. Such a lot of neatly arranged butter 
made an exceedingly tempting array. There 
was but one sample of cheese but that a good 
one, whilo egga ware in plenty. In 
proximity to tho butter waa its natural com- 
panion — bread. The ladies of Saanich have 
not ueglected tho art of making light, sweet, 
delicious loaves, and there must be moro 
than their share of good bakers in Saanioh.

The Emperor Presents Colors to a 
Handled and Thirty-Two 
Regiments. 

"The Pillar of the People Is the 
Army"— Reception of Ktngr 
of Servia. 



Berlin, Cbt. 18.— Tho emperor to-day 
presented the colors to one hundred and 
thirty-two regimentaof troopB. Tho pres- 
entation took place in front of the monu- 
ment to Frodcrick the Groat ; weather rainy, 
The empross and KiDg Alexander of Servia 
witnessed tho ceremonies from the balcony 
of the palaoo of Emperor William I. In his 
address the enipetor said : " The only pil- 
Ur of tho people is tho army ; unconditional 
discipline alono can hold the army togethor. 
This I demand and expect. May God grant 
uo his viotory." Tho emperor whs heartily 
ohoered. He subsequently reviewed the 
troops. 

foiSDAM, Oct. 13 — King Alexander of 
Sorvia arrived hero last evening from ]3uda- 
Pesth, on a visit to Emperor William. 
Great preparations had been mado for his 
reception, and it was generally understood 
that bis visit had no political significance. 
The railway station was' beautifully decor, 
Med, and ft guard ot honor was drawn up on 
the platform The party which received 
the young King was a brilliant one. The 
Emperor greeted tho King moBt cordially, 
and after an inspection of tho guard of honor 
their Majesties drove to the palace, escorted 
by tho guards. 

A grand gala dinner was given at the new 
pnlaco. Tne Emperor proposed the health 
of King Alexander. The latter, speaking in 
German, thanked Emperor William for tho 
cordiality of the reoeption, and said ho 
hopod tho friendly relations between Servia 
and Germany would be further strength- 
ened. 

A magnificent military display was wit- 
nessed here in oonnection with the dedica- 
tion of 132 flags destined for tho recontly 
organized fourth battalion of each rrgiment 
of infantry. The ceremony of nailing tho 
flags to tho staffs was performed by Em- 
peror William in tho Hall of Fame in tho 
arsenal. Among thoBe present were the Em- 
press and her four eldest sons, and the 
princes and princessea of tho royal family, 

London, Oot. 18 — Dispatches to tho 
Times from Berlin say thero is no longer any 
doubt that the meeting of the Prussian Min- 
isterial Council on Friday last revealed sev- 
eral differences of opinion. It may be gath- 
ered that Chancellor Caprivi is not prepared 
to undertake the responsibility of intro- 
ducing repressive measures entailing elec- 
toral strnggles, and possibly a constitutional 
conflict. 

The Hamburger Nachrichten publishes an 
article, evidently inspired by Prince Bis- 
marck, stating that the Prussian oouncil 
advocates repressive measures, and that tho 
Chancellor ought oither to acoept these 
measures or resign. 

THEY DIED TOGETHER. 

A Young Lady Accidentally Poisoned by 
Her Lover Who Shoots Himself. 

Seaclikkk, Li., Oct. 18 —The dead bod- 
ies of Miss Mary Duff and her betrothed 
husband, Elliott L. Titus, of Brooklyn, 
were found last night in tho bath house bo- 
longing to the young lady's father. Titus 
{eft the Duff residence accompanied by 
Mary on Tuesday evening, and since then 
nothing has been Been of either of them un- 
til found in the bath house. Bullet wounds 
In the heads of both told the story of what 
caused their deaths. The clothes of the girl 
were neat and tidily arranged, and the 
theory 1b that Titus, after shooting the girl, 
arranged her clothing and then suicided. 
There is no apparent oause for the crime. 

The result of the autopsy showed that 
Miss Duff died from the effeots of chloro- 
form administered by Titus,but it is thought 
without murderous intent. He had previ- 
ously presoribed for headache, from whioh 
the woman suffered. It is believed ho gave 
her an overdoee, from which Bhe died, and 
then ho shot himself. No pistol wound was 
found on tho woman, as previously report- 
ed. The blood on Miss Duff'.! face and 
clothing came from THub' wounds. Titus 
was a aon of the late Colonel Titus, the 
founder of Titusvillo, Florida. His mother 
was prominent in society circles. TituB 
was heir to a fortune. 



POISONED BY "MUSHROOMS." 

A Former Attache of the Chinese Legation 
Kate Toadstools by Mistake. 

Washington, D. C, Oct. 18 —Chung 
Yong Ting, an attache of tho Chineao lega- 
tion under Minister Tsui Kwoi Y'ona, but 
removed because of the Count Mitklewlez 
troubles, died suddenly yesterday from the 
effoots of eating a toadstool by mistake in 
placo of a muBhroom. Ting went to a fire 
in the suburbs of Tenallytown yesterday, 
and on his way homo through tho fields ho 
guthored a mesa of what he took to be mush- 
rooms. Portions were sont to a number of 
his friends in society and the rest wore 
turned over to Mitkiowiez'a cook to prepare 
for last night's dinner. Tho count's family 
ato sparingly of tho dish, but Ting mado tho 
" mushrooms " tho main feature of his muni. 
Ting was eoiztd with violent pains late in 
tho night and physicians who were hurriedly 
summoned were unablo to give him relief. 
Ho died in great agnny at 2 o'clock. Ting 
was 35 years old. He joined Dr. Suther- 
land's Presbyterian church two weeks ago, 
and to-day tho doctor preached his funeral 
sermon. The body was placed in a vault. 
Tho bones, according to tho Chinese custom, 
will bo taken back to China. Mrs. Mitkie- 
wiez received word to-day from aomo of tho 
friends who had roceived somo of the mush- 
rooms that they had been taken ill after 
eating thoin, but had rocovered. They 
7,-amed tho count's wife against eating thorn, 
as they were toadstools. No member of tho 
Chinose legation was at tho funoral. 

DEPRECIATED MEXICAN SILVER. 

Urgent Demands Received by Spanish Boy- 
eminent to Believe Financial Disorders 
In Porto Hlco. 

London, Oot. 18 —Tho Madrid corres- 
pondent of the Central Nows saya : "Urgent 
tolegrams have been received from Porto 
Bioo asking that tho government take Btepa 
to promptly relieve tho financial disorders 
caused by tho enormous quantity of depreci- 
ated Moxioan silver with whioh the island 
is flooded. The enemies of Governor- 
General Daban say that the silver is sot 
afloat in his interest and thab ho profits 
largely by the operation."

ATTEMPTED LYNCHING. 

Otilnaus Dissatisfied With the Trial or a 
Prisoner Want to Hang Him. 

Washington Count House, Ohio, Oot. 
18. —A frenzied mob of 1500 men and boya 
surrounded tho court house and jail, whioh 
are really one building, as darkncBB came on 
this evening, and made a desperate attempt 
to get Will Dolby, the negro who had as- 
saulted Mrs. Mary Boyd, for the purpose of 
lynching him. He had just been sentenced 
in a hurry to twenty years, and Sheriff 
Look was preparing to tako the prisoner to 
Columbus. 

The mob yelled " Lynoh him, lynoh him." 
Somo one threw a stone whioh struck a sol- 
dier on the breast. In a few minutes the 
militia waa formod at the west side 
of the court house, while the shoriff 
and Deputy Jamea Burlck went to 
the jul for the prisoner at tho west 
entrance to the court house, about 40 feet 
from the aido door of the jail, where thero 
are high oteps loading to the former. Tbou- 
aands of people had gathered in tho court 
houso yard to protest againBt the course of 
the law. With curses and imprecations 
they vowed that Dolby should never be 
taken past them up tne stopa to the hall. 
TheBheriff and deputies had hardly em- 
erged from the jail door when the scknowl- 
edged leader of the crowd, Henry Kirk, who 
married Mrs. Boyd's sister, rushed towards 
tho trembling wretoh, and breaking through 
the ranka of the guard, sei/.-j J tho culprit 
with a hand of irop, Quiok as a HkBb. the 
musket of a soldier was swung with great 
force and Kirk waa dealt a blow in the faco. 

The mob rushed madly forward, yelling 
and cursing. Tho negro had to be support- 
ed. Colonel Coyt rallied hia men and tho 
prisoner was almost carried up the stops 
into the court houso. Men armed with 
Btavea and any form of weapon rushed 
blindly, almost, against tho bayonets of the 
soldiers. 

While tho oourt proceedings were in pro- 
gress the mob was clamoring for admission 
and gained in numbers. Rev. Dr. MoNair 
circulated among tho angry men and en- 
deavored to get them to listen to reaaon but 
his , iwords were unheeded. Sergeant 
Andrewa of Columbus, and Private Lenhart 
of Company B, wore struck with stones 
while standing on tho steps during the rush. 
Col. Coyt, who was in command of tho sol- 
diers, addressed tho people in plain lan- 
guage, and told them not to repeat tho 
offenoe. " If you want to hit anyone," said 
he, " hit mo and not thoae young men." 

Tho mob seoured a battering ram and 
began to boat down tho door. Not a shot 
was fired by the soldiors until the door fell 
in when the troops fired a fatal volley. 
Threo persons wero killed, two fatally 
wounded and eight others moro or leas hurt. 
The first fright following tho volley having 
died away the mob became boisterous and 
bolder again. They gathered about the 
court houso, and though maintain- 
ing a respectful distance, uttered loud 
imprecations against the soldiers. 
It waB reported that tho men had visited all 
the stores in search of dynamite, and failing 
to secure it had gone to the powder mill two 
miles away. Col. Coyt stationed men out- 
side of the building guarding the approaches 
to tho court yard, which was cleared. 

At midnight the mob about the building 
was as large as ever, but not so noisy and 
defiant. Many assembled at the railway 
station to await tho arrival of more troops. 
Adjutant General Howe ordered a battery 
and the Firat regiment from Cinoinnati and 
six companies from other cities.

A FINISHER. 

Tho Times speaks of Sir Charlea H. Tup 
per's address at North Bay as " a speech of 
3be ueual flatulent order." That settles it, 
Oar contemporary has demolished tha 
1 peach by an injurious epithet, and of course 
no one will hereafter pay the least attention 
to it, or anything else that tho Minister of 
Marine may say. If our contemporary on 
tirmo disagreeable day when it was more than 
usually out of sorts should denounce the sun 
as a "miserably weak old penny dip' 
the old luminary would, of course 
Dover havo the audaoity to ehine 
»gain. We are surprised that our 
contemporary has not long ago seen the 
futility as well us tho childishness of this 
bubit of calling names. It is a survival of a 
style of journalism that has most de 
Mrvedly become obsolete in all civilized 
countries. If Sir Charles Tupper mado an 
empty speech it would not be very diflioult 
to expose its emptiness. Condemning it by 
itigmntising it as " flatulent " proveB 
nothing except the inability of the critic to 
lhow that it is not worthy the serious at- 
tention of sensible men. 



THIS ORGAN'S LOQIO. 

The Liberal organ in this city tries to ex- 
plain away a blunder it made somo time 
igo in claiming tho Viotoria eleotionB as a 
victory for the free traders of that colony. 
It says : " Tho truth seems to bo that 
neither the Patterson Government nor the 
Opposition declared for a radical reduction 
■of the tariil, tho difference between thorn bo 
jng mainly in the mattor of details." This 
5s a fairly correct description of the politi 
ail situation in Victoria. Tho issue was not 
iroo trade or protection. Aftor having 
me.de this admission our contornporary goes 
on to say : " It is to bo noted, however, that 
the free traders all supported tho Turner 
party," which according to its own state 
jnent was neither a freo trado 
party nor a protectionist party. 
"Thereforo," it goes on to say, "tho irro- 
liotible conclusion is that freo trade is gain- 
ing ground in Viotoria." Who doos not ad- 
mire this logio? Tho side on which free 
traders voto, no matter what tho issue, must 
favor freo trade. This statement is palpa- 
bly absurd, yet it is the one which tho 
Times virtually in all Boriousnoss makes, Let 
as assume for nrgumont sake that tho issuo 
was tho acceptance or the rejection of a rail- 
way schomo. Would tho circumstance of 
the freo traders voting on one side change 
th« issue from ono of railroad or no railroad 
to that of free trade or protection I Accord- 
ing lo our contemporary's Iogio it would — 
aud it is strong on logic. 

THM BELGIAN ELECTION. 

Tho election in Belgium appears to have 
been a viotory for tho Conservative purty of 
that country. It was tho first election un- 
der manhood suffrage and it wbb prodictod 
that it would bo an easy triumph for tho 
Liberals. It had boon said by tho Liboral 
iidvocatos that when tho men who were then 
disqualified should bo enfranchised tho 
Clerical party would bo loft in an insignifi- 
cant minority, Tho result has proved that 
it is the Liberals who havo lost ground. 
The Clericals huvo moro thau hold their 
MtBj and tho Socialists, hitherto powerless 



as a political party, have for tho first time 
appeared in the Belgian Parliament. Thia 
result has evidently been a surprise to 
many. It is the rural distrlots whioh have 
given the Clericals their majority. The 
cities have for tho most part returnod Lib- 
erals and Sooialiata. The exaot number of 
the different parties returned Is not yet 
known, but it is certain that tho Clorioaia 
will havo a mi j irity in the new Parlia- 
ment. Tho franchise in Belgium is by no 
means Bimple. There aro three classes of 
electors, having each u different voting 
power. Thero must, too, bo re-balloting in 
many constituencies before it is known who 
ia to represent thorn in the Legislature. 

UNA PPRKCIA TED. 

Tho Hon. Edward Blake is not by any 
means popular with a large number of Irish- 
American patriots. An organization which 
calls itself the " Irish Independent Parlia" 

ontary Party," haB issued a circular warn- 
ing Irish-Americana against Mr. Blake. 
They havo drawn up a formidable bill of in- 
diotmont against him and the party to 
which ho belongs. The counts of the indiot- 
nont aro very strongly worded, but wo havo 
a notion that if thoy were examined and 
translated into common-sonao overy-day 
English they would not contain any oliarge 
which most peoplo would oonsider seriouB 
againat Mr. Blako either as a statesmen 
or a citizen. Tho charge on which tho 
greatest stress appears to have boon 
laid, for it ia repoated in the 
document, is couched in tho following 
terms : 

" Ho represents tho principle enunciated 
by a McCarthyito leudor in New York, who 
insulted the intelligence and belittled the 
capacity of Irishmen tho world over by 
writing to tho New York Sun that, ■ if Ire- 
land wore freely offored her independence 
by England ahe would still bo better off as 
apart of tho Britiah Empire.'" 

A great many both in theOldCountryand iu 
Canada will my if tho Hon. Edward Blako 
never did anything woree than endorso this 
statement tho members of tho Irish In 
dependent Parliamentary Party havo little 
reason to warn their compatriots against 
him. It must, however, bo disheartening 
to Mr, Blako to find himBelf traduced and 
misrepresented by the men whom he is do 
ing his best to serve. Ho will in the face 
of such a want of appreciation be tempted 
to say of Irish politics as he has had reason 
to say of Canadian, "Vanity of vanities, 
all is vanity," 

THE BUSINESS MEN'S VIEW. 

The business men of Colorado have had a 
good deal more than enough of Populism, 
Their League, which has a membership of 
5,000, has issued a ciroular letter to tho con 
stituonoies of the State, in which aro detailed 
the injuries that Populism hat done Colora 
do. They declare that it has destroyed 
credit, kilJod commerce, and has caused a 
lowering of valueB to the amount of $300,- 
000,000. The asseaaed value of properly in 
Denver, they assort, has shrunk two-thirds 
Binco tho Populists came into power. " Sil- 
ver," they say, " has declined only 25 per 
cent., or less than tho average produots of 
thoother States, whilothe increased valuoand 
output of gold together with the bountiful 
crops have more than made up the shortage. 
Therefore, not over one-half the shrinkage 
in Colorado can be charged to the panic and 
depreciation resulting from tho gold stand- 
ard. The other half of tho loss is due 
direotly and wholly to the destruction of 
confidence by Populist misrule." 

When tho Governor of a state takes the 
part of tho bold and reckless violators of tho 
law, what encouragement is thero for men 
of capital to invoat their money in that 
state? Thia is what Governor Waite did, 
and that at a time when the protection of 
property demanded prompt and vigorous 
action on tho part of those to whom had 
been entrusted tho duty of enforcing the 
law and protecting law-abiding citizenB 
in tho enjoyment cf their rights. A 
few months ago millions of dollars worth of 
property was completely at the mercy of 
men who with arma in their handa defied 
tho law and when the Federal Government 
at last interpoaed ita authority to protect 
life and property it met with opposition In- 
stead of encouragement from tho Populist 
Governor and tho men who countenanced 
and supported him. It is therefore no won- 
der that tho business men of tho State are 
doiny all thoy can to break down tho Popu- 
list rule and to show tho true nature of 
Populist priuciploa. They aro now woll 
convinced that tho Stato can never thrive aa 
long as Populism ia in tho ascendency, for 
to uso their own words " capital shuus Popu 
lism aa a peatilenco." It will be intorejting 
to observo tho effect that tho business men's 
address will havo on tho electors of Colorado 



military to proteot property ond to preaorve 
the peace. A few months ago law-abiding 
people were alarmed by an upriiing whioh 
threatened to bo general and which, had it 
been succoBsful, would have paralyzed the 
business of the whole country. As it was it 
was only tho prompt and firm interposition 
of the Federal Government that saved the 
country from disorder that might havo 
proved ruinous to millions, Then anyone 
oon aoo that foroe is required 
in many States to prevenb outrages 
that havo biomo so oommon that they are 
not only a di.graco to tne Republic but aro 
fast bringing popular government every- 
where into disrepute. 

Considerations suoh as thoso havo caused 
able and patriotio men in tho United States 
to agitato for an inoreaso of the rrgular 
army. General SchofiBld, tho Major-Goneral 
commanding tho army, has put in a ploa for 
tho inorease of tho military force of the 
United States. He BayB : " Ono man to 
fourteen thousand square miles of territory 
or one man to 2,800 of population is suoh a 
very small guard to protect property and 
prevent violations of law, leaving out of oon 
sidoration the forco neoeesary to guard the 
extended aea coast against ■"sudden attack 
by a foreign onomy." A force of 25,000 
men is certainly o very small ono to hold iii 
awe the unruly spirits that aro to ho found 
in a population of 05,000,000 spread over a 
very largo extent of territory. 

It may bo said that tho United States has 
i'a militia of ono kind and another to aid 
tho oivil authorities in tho enforcement of 
the law. Experience haB Bhown that tho 
militia ia not always to be depended upon 
to put down oivil disturbances. Tho men 
in uniform belong to tho same community 
and are in fact tho kiudred of tho men out 
of uniform. Thoir opinions on most sub- 
jcctB aro the Bamo, and their sympathies in 
a local disturbanco are more likely to bo on 
tho side of thoBO who aro arrayod BgainBt 
the law than on tho aide of the Government 
whoae orderB thoy aro bound implicitly to 
obey. Thero have boon examples of the 
unwillingness of tho militia to act BgainBt 
the populace when the welfaro of tho com- 
munity ret]uirod of them prompt and un- 
questioning obedience to orders. It is 
thereforo not surprising that thero are peo- 
ple in the United States who beliovo that 
the Federal Government should have at it H 
command a greater number of trained 
soldiers in whom tho habit of obedience ia 
formed and who can be depended upon to 
carry out their ordors under all circum- 
stances. It is to bo regretted that Buoh 
men are needed in a civilized community, 
but it cannot bo denied that in our present 
stage of advancement they are a necessity 
in every country.

MORE SOLDIERS WANTED. 

United States citizens in days gone by 
UBod to point to their email army with 
prido. Hore ia a nation of forty millions, 
thoy said, whiah doea not requiro a cor- 
poral's guard to keep tho peaeo and to pro- 
tect property, If it were not for tho Indians, 
thoso forty millions of froomon would not 
need a single Boldier to assist tho oivil 
authorities in tho enforcemont of tho law. 
There was then eomo truth and reason in 
this boast, Leaving tho great civil war ort 
of consideration, tho United States was un- 
disturbed within its borders. Thoro wore 
but little disorder, and tho law w»b fairly 
well roapectod from ono ond of the country 
to tho other. But ia that tho case now I 
Uo thoughtful Amorioans to-day boliovo 
that their country can romaiu 1 poaoo- 
ful and prosperous without a body 
of trained soldiers to assist tho 
civil power ? Thoy do not. Thoro ia 
an agitation in tho Slates to inoroaao tho 
standing army of tho Republic to at least 
twloo Its proaent proportions. Thoro havo 
boon several occasions of late years when it 
haB boon neoesBary to havo rooourso to tho

The new by-law for the regulation of the 
proceedings of tho city council was the chief 
item of business dieouased at a special meet- 
ing of that body held yesterday evening. 
Mayor Teoguo beiDg abaent through illness, 
the chair was taken by Aid. Munn, his asso- 
ciates at the board being Aid. Vigelius (who 
has almost eutirely reooverod biB health), 
Aid. Humphrey, Keith-Wilson, Lodingham 
and D,vyer, The meoting hod been called 
for 7.30, but it was after S o'clock beforo the 
first order of buBineBB wub taken up. 

'This waa in the form of a BuggoBtion by 
Aid. Dwyer that iuaomuoh as there had 
been somo slight irregularity in regard to 
tho final reading of tho Tax Sale by-law 
ab the last regular meoting, this 
matter ahould bo disposed of bo- 
lore tho council proceeded to other busi- 
ness. The irregularity, a merely toohnioal 
ono, wos admitted, and tho by-law recon- 
sidered aud finally passed. 

Water Commissioner James L. Raymur 
wroto acknowledging tho cjmmunioation of 
the council respecting the expropriation of 
lauda required for tho botterment of tho 
eity'H water supply. He raised tho point 
also aa to whether, being a aorvant of tho 
corporation, Mr. W. W. Northoott, tho city 
assessor, could be ompowered to aot ub ar- 
bitrator upon tho price to bo paid for theso 
lands, It was a quostion in his mind also 
if tho arbitrator proposed by the council 
(Mr. Northoott) could bo aaked to ait in a 
judicial capacity upon his own valuations. 
Having pointed out the possibility of a mis- 
atop in this direction, the Wator CommiB- 
aioncr asked for definite information from 
tho council us to what lands it waa their 
wiah to have expropriated— on receipt of 
direotiona in this regard he will proceed to 
businooa, 

The eligibility of the City AsBossor to act 
as arbitrator for tho city was debated at 
some length, tho goneral opinion of the 
ojud'o'1 apparently being that there could bo 
little objection, though perhupa it would be 
advisable to have a legal opinion on the 
point. Tho discussion waa termiuateel by 
tho adoption of a resolution instructing Mr. 
Northoott to proceed with tho valuation of 
the lands in question, tho Water Commis- 
sioner to bo subsequently instructed as to 
whether or not Mr. Northcott will uot as 
arbitrator. Tho. Mayor and Finanoe com- 
mittee were, by a second resolution, em- 
powered and requested to give the Water 
Commissioner suoh directions as they might 
consider neoesiary, in regard to the lands to 
bo expropriated. 

Contractor Robert DinBdale wrote that 
the exteneion of the stone woi k of the elec 
trie light station wharf, the additional ten 
feet recently decided upon by tho council, 
would involve on increase of cost of $454 50 
He enoloBei the architect's planB showing 
how the workwa8 proposed to be carried out. 

Another long discussion ensued, the point 
in debate th ia time being whethor it would 
not be better and cheaper eventually to 
construct a solid atone wall. This discus- 
sion waa at last pronounced irregular by the 
chair, coming too late. The communication 
was on motion received and tho proposition 
of the contractor (*hich Mayor Teague had 
pronounced a good onolor the ci'y) accepted. 

Then the now by law to regulate the pro- 
ceedings of the council was taken up, Aid. 
Dwyer explaining the necessity which had 
been found to exist for dear and oonoise 
rules of prooeduro and a thorough definition 
of tho duties, powerB and privileges of the 
various officers and committecB. The by- 
law nt present existing had been found of 
little use, failing to givo the dosirod informa- 
tion on many a disputed point, even alter 
loDg and wearisome research. Ic. waB the 
intention after the passage of the by-law to 
have it printed and bound in pocket form 
for the convenience of members of the 
council. 

The firs'; reading of tho by law passed, 
and the council then went into committee, 
when the hv-law was considered seriatim. 
Th» firat .19 tections were duly passed, tho 
m-j iriiy without umendnient. O.i section 
40, dealing with tho manner of voting in 
council, the committeo struck a little anag 
which it waa decided should bo investigated. 
The committee accordingly roue, roporting 
progress, and the council udjiuruid. 
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The Colonist is indobtod to Mr. Robort 
Wai d for a file of interesting English news- 
p >pers. 




JAPANESE PARLIAMENT. 

The Mikado In Opening the Session Says That I 
Japan Will Not Stop Short of Her ' 
Olijects. | 

London, Oct. 18 —A dispatch from Hiro 
schima,. Japan, Bays: "A session of parlia 
ment was held hero to-day. The apoeoh 
from the throno waa delivered by the Mika 
do in person. His Majesty said he had de- 
cided to oon vene an exl raordinary session and 
had given direction to his ministers to 
submit for the deliberation of the diet bills 
providing for increased expenditure ot the 
army and navy— an important matter. H 
declared that he was greatly pained that 
China should have forgotten her duties in 
regard to the maintenance of peace in 
the East In conjunction with Japan. 
" But as she brought about tho prosent state 
of affairs," said the Mikado, " and as hostili- 
ties have begun, wo will not stop until we 
shall have attained our objeots." He hoped 
that all his subjects in the Empire would 
co-operate with the government to restore 
peace by means of a great triumph for the 
Japanese army. 

ANTl-DIPHTHEIilC SERUM 

To Be Provldetl by the Purls und Berlin 
Councils. 

Paris, Oct. 18. — The municipal oouncil 
has voted 50,000 franos to be used in pro- 
viding anti-diphtheric Berum for the hos- 
pital. A dispatch from Berlin saya that 
the oity council there has voted six thous- 
and markB for a 'similar purpose. 

Berlin, Oot. 18 — Professor Virchow 
Bavs, in a letter to rhe Berliner Zaitung: 
"While the tosts so far made do not euablo 
us to complote our judgment of tho value of 
Behring'a serum, I regard it us the impera- 
tive duty of medical men to uae it."

Captain Libbey on 
Tuesday tolegraphed to PortTownsend from 
Seattle ordering tho tug Sea Lion to pro- 
ceed at once and ortiiae at least lOOmilea off 
Bhore from Cape Flattery iu iho hope that 
the fate of the Ivanhoe may bo definitely 
known. If tho Sea Lion was not available 
then some other tug waa to make tho cruise. 
Hon. John Collins, of Seattle, on tho other 
hand, thinks that the Ivanhoe may and pro- 
bably will turn up all right. Mr. Collins 
gays that be baa made the trip up from San 
Francisco to Seattle by Bail, once in 29 daya 
and at another time in 24 days. Ho aayB 
that the trip down sometimes, although not 
very frequently, takes just as long. The 
Ivanhoe is an American ship. 1610 80 tons 
groaa burden and 1563 10 toua not. Her 
length ia 202 3 feet, her breadth 39 3 feot, 
and her depth 27 6 feet. She waa built in 
1865 at Bilfaat, Maine. Her registry port 
at present is San Francisco.

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FAULTS" IN "PIANO PLAYING. 



Common Senso Remedies Suggested by an 
Experienced Music Teacher. 

"With many pupils tho two hands do 
not striko together, tho left hand usual- 
ly anticipating tho right. It produces a 
had effect aud is in a measure caused by 
a sluggish, singing way of counting 
timo. To remedy this common fault 
Professor Hold says in Tho Etude! Sot 
your music nerves in striot rhythmical 
motion by counting aloud a measuro or 
two before playing. Make your counts 
short and crisp, imitating tho click of a 
clock, or, better, of a motronomo, and 
accent strongly tho first beat and in 
doublo time slightly tho middlo beat of 
a moasure. Scales and unison passages 
6hould bo practicod with varying accent 
in groups of 3, 4, 0, otc, notes, watch- 
ing oarefully by sound — not by sight — 
tho simultaneous striking by both hands. 

In playing pieces with bass notos and 
chords accompanying a melody in tho 
right hand, do not consider it graceful 
or sentimental to anticipate tho notes 
of tho melody by tho accompaniment; It 
is bad taste. 

In playing broken chords beyond ono 
octave, two serious faults are frequent- 
ly encountered — viz, disconnecting the 
sounds at the crossing of tho thumb un- 
der the fingers or of the lingers over the 
thumb, in correcting this, have the 
thumb always ready for its work by 
bending it as far as possible under tlio 
palm of tho hand with the wrist tinned 
outward, but guarding against the 
akimbo position of tho elbows, l.i de- 
scending, or left hand ascending, hold 
tho thumb on its key until the uiosi Lug 
finger touches its key. A good prepara- 
tory oxorcise is to practice wiili only 
four notes — tho two preceding and the 
ono following the crossing. Continue 
this practice until the four notes sound 
as even and well connected as when 
played without crossing. 

The second fault in arpeggio playing 
is striking the thumb note too loudly 
in consequence of the superior strength 
of the thumb compared witii tho other 
fingers. For a betterment tho second 
part of the above exercise will overcomo 
this evil. Oscar Raiff, tho rcnownod 
tochniqno master of Berlin, drills his 
pupils to use the thumb in crossing 
without sounding tho noto going up, 
and even with alternating thumb and 
second, then third and fourth fingers. 

Another fault is that pupils forget to 
continue an accidental through a meas- 
ure. It is distressing to hear even some- 
what advanced players making this mis- 
take, which is a sure sign of a lack of 
knowledge of elementary harmony. A 
beginner should, if this forgetting, of 
accidentals becomes habitual, mako it a 
rulo to stop right short in mooting an 
accidental, search for tho same noto af- 
fected by it in tho same moasure and 
impress tho rulo upon tho memory.

Hints For Amateur Glaziers. 

Any ono who wishes to insert ground 
glass panes into windows needed only 
to admit light can do so at tho smallest 
expenso by following these directions 
from Tho Housewife: A picco of putty 
as soft as dough must bo tied very tight- 
ly into a muslin rag. This closely com- 
pressed ball needs then to lie rubbed rap- 
idly over the glass to bo decorated until 
mi oven, delicate white film grows over 
it. When tho film of putty so applied is 
beginning to dry, a coat of white var- 
nish should bo laid on, and in a few 
hours a wonderful imitation of ground 
glass will be the result. In case tho ama- 
teur glazier wishes to work a pattern on 
tho panes by marking through a card- 
board stencil design before tho varnish 
is laid on littlo patterns of stars, dia- 
monds or dots can bo clearly drawn out 
on tho glass. 



English Fruit Pie., 

When it is desired to make a fruit 
pio, by all means adopt the English 
fashion of an abundance of fruit and 
very littlo pastry. 

For such pies a deep dish, filled to 
tho brim with fruit and witli no lower 
crust, is tho ideal. It far surpasses tho 
usual plan of a thin layer of apples, ber- 
ries or other fruit between two crusts. 
This, by tho way, is not accepted in 
England as a pie, but is called a tart, 
no matter what its circumference may 
measure. 

Recipe For Rico ruddlng. 
Hero is a recipe from Good House- 
keeping: 

One quart of milk to iniilto it nice, 
Only nine tcospoonfuia of rice, 
Nino tonspoonfuls of sugar, too, 
Also u plncli of wilt mixed through | 
Two tenspoonfuln of any flavor 
Of which you wnnt the dlsli to Havor. 
I, by my own idon nossogsou, 
Consider lemon is the bout. 
Bake for two hours- not fust nor slow, 
13ut in n moderate oven— so 
When it Im done, it oilght to seem 
Thick as the richest kind uf cream. 



BED CANOPIES AND CURTAINS. 



Recent Revival of a Popular Fashion cf 
Uygono Days. 

Fashions como and fashions go, and 
now wo find tho pendulum is swinging 
back again, and a desire is shown for 
canopiod beds. Tho popular expression 
of tho present, however, does not run in 
tho direction of tho full tester, but is 
rather for that known as tiio half testor 
— i. o. , a bed provided with a canopy at 
tho headboard, from which tho ourtains 
aro suspended. 

Tho beds of brass aro tho ones most in 
favor for draping. Tho usual gray color- 
ing of cretonne harmonizes with tho 
high lights of tho burnished brass. 

Decorator and Furnisher delineates a 
simplo method of draping, a modo ohar-

acteristio of tho empiro stylo now so 
much in favor, tho beds of tho Napoleon 
era having boon usually placed in tho 
manner hero shown, with ono sido to 
tho wall. As will bo seen, tho curtain is 
mado in ono long strip and is thrown 
over two projecting poles fastened to 
tho wall. Tho front swag and jabots 
should bo attached separately and may 
be omitted entirely. Sometimes one polo 
in tho center is used instead of tho two, 
or a canopy may bo employed in tho 
usual manner, from which to suspend 
tho curtains. 

Tho variations in methods of treat- 
ment aro numberless. Artistic effects 
fortunately aro not dependent upon ex- 
pensive fabrics. Among low priced fab- 
rics suitablo are silkaliuo chintz, plain 
and tamboured muslins aud dotted 
swiss. When muslins aro used, ribbon 
trimming may bo employed. Handsomo 
sproads aro in order, and those gifted in 
tho direction of embroidering havo hero 
excellent opportunities to exerciso their 
talent. 

Rlhhon Trimmings. 

Ribbons play an important part in tho 
trimming of youthful gowns; also on 
dinner and evening dresses for all ages. 
Ribbon 2 inches wide is required for 
this garniture. Moiro ribbon is prefer- 
red, but satin is also used. Tho collar 
and bolt aro of ribbon to match. Black 
ribbon is most used with black, bluo or 
brown dresses, white with gray or beige, 
and delicato colors aro chosen for white 
muslin and light lawns, batiste, etc. A 
popular garniture is in form of bretellos, 
starting from tho bolt in front under a 
horizontal bow, passing over tho shoul- 
ders, whero they aro tied in fanciful 
knots, then down tho back to meet two 
rosettes at tho belt. This much is fa- 
miliar. Tho novelty is in tho continua- 
tion of tho ribbons, two behind and two 
before, to tho foot of tho skirt, whero 
each end is tied in a smart squaro bow. 

A Novel Tomato Salad. 

Numbered with tho many othor excel- 
lent recipes sent out by Good House- 
keeping is tho following: Take as many 
firm, ripo, round tomatoes as there aro 
persons to serve. Pour over them boil- 
ing water; remove tho skins and place 
tomatoos on ice. Chop fino two onions 
and grato a cucumber. Mix these in- 
gredients, after salting and peppering, 
with a small quantity of thick mayon- 
naiso dressing. Scoop out tho cores of 
tho tomatoes and fill with tho mixture. 
Place on lottuco leaves and pour over 
tho red tomatoes tho golden dressing. 
This makes a nico courso served with 
wafers or choeso straws. 



Recipe For Plum Preserves. 

Moke and clarify a sirup of clear 
brown sugar and pour it, boiling hot, 
over tho plums. Let them stand for two 
days, then pour off tho sirup, heat it to 
tho boiling point, skim and pour it over 
again. Let tho fruit and sirup stand for 
a day or two, then put the wholo in a 
preserving kettle over tho firo and sim- 
mer gently till the sirup is thick and 
rich. A pound of sugar is to bo used for 
each pound of tho fruit.

TRAIN BOBBEK TAKEN. 

He Is Handed In by the Authorities in a 
Yery Dilapidated Condttlon-What 
He Say«. 

Cincinnati, Ohio, Oot. 18 —A man Riv- 
ing hia name as Charles Morganfield, who 
tlie police think knows something about the 
Auquia creek train robbery, was arreBtod 
this morning and sent to tho hospital. On 
Wednesday Henry Griamann found Morgan- 
field unconscious with a broken leg 
near tho Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dray- 
ton tracks. Near hia body lay a 
toleacopo valise. Grismann took him home, 
bub his actions wero so suspicious that ho 
decided to keop him no longer than possible. 
The man said he broke his leg whilo at- 
tempting to board a train the night before. 
He had plenty of money, and for every favor 
done would pay with a five or ten dollar 
bill. With the aid of his money ho nunaged 
to get promises of aecreoy. Arrangements 
were made to take him to n 
residenca in tho outskirts aa ho 
refused to go to any hospital, 
and any hints of notifying tho authorities 
alarmed liim. People became cor>niz»nt of 
tho Dane au I notified the chief r,f pilici, who 
detailed a deteotive to bring tho man in. 

The detootivo found in tho house whore 
tho mm had roomed half buried in the dirt 
a pocket knife and a tovolvor. The man 
was brought into tho city and taken to the 
contral Btation. He roportod that his name 
was Morpanfold, and added that 
he was 27 years old, of Ripley 
county, Tenn., and w»8 a gambler. 
When aBked when ho had loft Virginia, 
ho replied ; " Virginia, who said anything 
about Virginia ?" and refused to answer 
further questions. Ho was removed to tho 
city hospital, all hia riFocta being takon to 
polico hoadejuartors. Under tho swoat band 
of his hat wero found two notes, a §100 bill 
on the bank of Commerce of Baltimore and 
a S50 bill on the First National 
bank of Camden, N J. In hia vest 
and coat were §171 in gold. Tho valise con- 
tained a jlouch hat, a Bhirt similar to that 
worn by the man who crossed tho river at 
Parkorsburg, and wrapped in it was a heap 
of Bilver amounting to §110. Thia mado a 
total of §-4:12. A box; of pills bearing tho 
label of H. Lefovro & Sons, u'G Baltimore 
fltroet, Cumberland, Md., wub ulso found. 
The description tallica in every de- 
tail with advioBB received by the 
agent of tho Adams Express Company in this 
city. ToIegramB were sont to Washington 
asking for a more detailed doBorlption of the 
man conoerned. Oflioors wore aont to tho 
hospital, and after a further Boaroh alBo 
found $760 tied up in tho front part, of Ihb 
undershirt, mostly in $10 and §20 bills. 
When found ho kept ailent, and only Bpoko 
once to say that it had been won at poker. 
Tho fracture was bo bad that tho log will 
have to be amputated.

GEE AT NAVAL FIGHT. 



Another Eug-agreniPiit Reported North 
of the Yalu Kiver— The Chi- 
nese Deny It. 



Russia Sending Out a Formidable 
Fleet- France Raises the Egyp- 
tian Question. 



London, Oct. 18.— The Times publishea a 
dispatch from Tientsin, dated Tuesday, that 
Japanoso papers received at that plaoe afford 
negativo ovidonce that the report circulated 
three weeks ago of the dispatch of an army 
corps from Hiroshima for tho invasion of 
China was untrue. Any such expedition is 
rendered impossible by the shattered con- 
dition of tho Japanese flaet. Japan, per- 
haps, begins to reflect on the problem of 
evon the restriction of hor troops from 
Korea, whoro they remain on tho Bufferance 
of maritime powers, especially Rucsia,whioh 
is sending eleven additional ahipa, includ- 
ing three ironcl»ds. Russia will have the 
moat formidable floot ever assembled east of 
Suez 

A Port Arthur dispatch says tho Japaneee 
have advanced to Ping Yang Inlet, which 
they aro fortifying strongly. It is reported 
in naval circlea that a great naval battle 
waa fought north of the Yalu river on 
Octobar 15. Chinese officials say they have 
no knowledgo of tho fight. 

The Shanghai correspondent of the Cen- 
tral News says that the Chinese government 
is making great efTortB to raise a domestic 
loan, for which they are offering Beven per 
cent. Several millions have been taken 
already. The work on the fortifications at 
Wei Hui Wei is progressing with feverish 
baate. The old forte have been 
atrengthend, new onea are going 
up, and all the weaker pointa 
are being covered with earthworka. Troopa 
aro corcentrating there rapidly, but many of 
them are indifferently equipped. The gar- 
rison la thoroughly alarmed for the safety of 
tho port, and aensational rumors aa to an 
approaching attack are set afloat almost 
daily. The commander haa good reason to 
expect a sudden attack from the Japanese 
soon A rebellion haa broken out in 
the distriot around Foo Chow and peaceable 
persona aro coming into the oity by hun- 
dreds. The fear of a Japanese attack has 
increased lately and more topedoes and 
mines have been laid in the bed of the Min, 
Tho river has been so oarefully fortified that 
navigation haa become dangerous. On Wed- 
nesday a junk Btruok a torpedo and waa 
Muva to pieoos. Moat of the crew were 
drowned. 

The Daily News will publish to-morrow 
a semi official Btatomeut : "A day or two 
after the cabinet council China informed 
Great Britain thab Eho was prepared to nego- 
tiate on certain termB. Great Britain made 
overtures to the powers on a new basia of 
negotiations and asked Japan whether tho 
terma of Buch would (orm the baa'tB of nego- 
tiations for peace. Japan did not reply de- 
finitely, but haa not rejected the proposals. 
The majority of tho powors aro in accord 
with Great Britain, and there is a likelihood 
that the other-'i will asBont. Tho interven- 
tion is purely diplomatic, and ia offered to 
both combatants in tho friondlieat Bpirit." 

It iB Btill doubtful whether or not tho 
Japanese havo landed onywhero in China, 
A Shanghai dispatch roports that tho [Jap- 
aneso at tho Yalu river tried to surprise the 
Chinoso under covor of tho darkness, but 
fiiled, and rotired after desultory firing at 
long ranges. Tho Chinese assert that they 
inflicted Iobb upon tho Japaneao advance 
guard. 

Paris, Oot. 18.— Lo Sieclo, discussing the 
EiB-ern war, Bays France cannot discuaB 
the Korean quostion while the British hold 
Egypt. 

Madrid, Oct. IS — Tho govorumont in 
tendB to atart a lino of eubsidizud Bteamera 
to Japan, calling at Formosa. Tho new 
treaty is intended to promoto tho trude of 
Japan with Spain and tho Spanish East 
Indies. 

15k.ri.in, Oct. 18 — Tho Gorman cruiser 
Marie has arrived at Tientsin. 



SHIPOWNERS AND THE UNION. 

The Flgbt HUH In Kxlstcnce With tho Sailors 
-The Contest Threatens to fie Long 
and Bitter. 

San Francisco, Oot. 18 —The fight ia 
■ till in existenoe on tho water front botweon 
the Union Sailors and tho Shipowners' Asso 
oiation. Tho latter refuso to pay any higher 
wages than §15 for deccp water Bailors The 
union men want §20 per month, which must 
be paid or else an endeavor will bo made to 
delay all the deep wator vessel* in this port 
and prevent them from obtaining orows. 
The shipowners are equally us obstinate and 
aBsert that they will not bo dictated to by 
the Sailo:B' Union. They also contend that 
tho shipowners aro entitled to ship whom 
they ploaso provided tho crowa obtained are 
willing to work for §15 per month. The con- 
tost for tupremaoy promises to bo a long and 
bitter one. It ia usaorted that the union 
ia not tho only obstacle in tho way of tho 
Shipowners' Association. Unless tho old 
rate of §20 U established tho boarding house 
maatora propose to take a hand in the bat- 
tle, and go buck to tholr former proposition 
of demanding §20 blood money. In the 
ovonb of this threat being carried out tho 
proapeota aro favorable for a throa-cornorod 
fight. The Sailors' Union claims thnt ib is 
aa strong aa over and the shipowners say 
they are equal to tho occasion. Captain 
Murchie of tho Mary and Josiah tried to 
ship a orow at the rate of §15, but finding 
that ho could not do bo, and to fight tho
